Council OKs Stadium Deal 


Compromise on financing saves baseball plan from collapse 


WASHINGTON I Baseball fans in the District 
can finally start looking forward to their 
first opening day in 33 years. 

The D.C. Council voted 7-b Tuesday to 
approve legislation that clears the way for 
the Montreal Expos to move to Washington 
next season and be renamed the Nationals. 
The measure allows the city to sell up to 
$584 million in bonds for construction of a 
41,000 -seat stadium about a mile south of 
the Capitol and renovations to RFK Stadium, 
where the team will play next year. 

Ticket and team merchandise sales were 


to resume Wednesday after being suspended 
for a week because of uncertainty caused by 
changes the council made in the city’s agree- 
ment with the team. 

“The Nationals are finally rounding third 
and heading for home,” said Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams, who negotiated the move with 
Major League Baseball officials. 

He said he will sign the bill as soon as 
it gets to his desk, leaving only baseball 
Commissioner Bud Selig’s approval of the 
RFK renovations for the move to become final. 

The city almost struck out a week ago 


when the council amended the deal Williams 
negotiated to require that half the construc- 
tion costs be privately paid, or it would be 
voided. Baseball officials balked at the pro- 
vision and threatened to look for another 
home for the team if the original deal wasn’t 
approved by Dec. 31. 

The final legislation calls for the city and 
baseball to split the cost of insurance that 
would limit the city’s liability on cost overruns 
or construction delays. It includes an amend- 
ment, introduced by Council Chairman Linda 
Cropp, that reduces compensatory damages 
for the first year if the stadium is finished

Poll finds confidence 
remains in medications 
amid wave of new risks 

WASHINGTON I Most Americans 
say they’re confident about the 
safety of prescription drugs sold 
in the United States, according to 
an Associated Press poll taken at a 
time when several popular medica- 
tions have been linked to increased 
risk of heart attack and stroke. 

The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, the federal agency respon- 
sible for ensuring drug safety, has 
come under intense scrutiny recent- 
ly because of health risks linked 
to use of Vioxx, which was with-

drawn from the market; Celebrex, 
and now Aleve, which is sold over- 
the-counter. 

Just over eight in 10 said they 
have confidence in the general safety 


of prescription drugs in this coun- 
try, the poll conducted for the AP by 
Ipsos -Public Affairs found. Almost 
that many said they have confidence 
in the FDA. 

Only about a third said they 
were “very confident” about the 
safety of prescription drugs in the 
United States and half said they 
were “somewhat confident.” 

The poll was taken after ques- 
tions were raised last week about 
Celebrex and more than two months 
after Vioxx was withdrawn from 
the market.

The Bush administra- 
tion said Tuesday that permit- 
ting Americansto buy prescrip- 
tion drugs abroad safely, if it can 
be doneatall, would wipe away 
most consumer savings and 
diminish investment in new med- 
icines.

Army Documents Detail 
More Abuse Allegations 


WASHINGTON | Internal Army doc- 
uments describe alleged mistreat- 
ment of Iraqi citizens by U.S. sol- 
diers, including reports of prisoners 
who died under suspicious circum- 
stances and soldiers stealing cash 
and other valuables from Iraqis dur- 
ing searches of their homes. 

The hundreds of pages of Army 
records, obtainedby the American 
Civil Liberties Union, described one 
investigation into whether an Army 
staff sergeant deliberately gave a 
captured Iraqi an old handgun to 
justify shooting him. 


The latest disclosures about 
alleged mistreatment of Iraqi pris- 
oners followed reports earlier this 
week that military interrogators 
at the U.S. prison at Guantanamo 
Bay, some posing as FBI agents, 
humiliated and abused detainees, 
including inserting lit cigarettes in 
their ears. 

Army spokesman Col. Joseph 
Curtin said the documents released 
by the ACLU are “indicative that the 
Army takes seriously any allegation 
of detainee abuse. Any allegation

Study: Teen Drug Use, 
Smoking on the Decline 


WAS H I N GTO N I Youth smoking and 
drug abuse declined again this 
year, according to a federal study 
that also found marked progress 
over the last decade in persuading 
teens to avoid cigarettes and illicit 
substances. 

The smoking rate among young- 
er teens is half what it was in the 
mid-1990s, and drug use by that 
group is down by one-third, says the 
University of Michigan study, done 
for the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse and released Tuesday. 

Bush administration officials 


cited the study as a sign of progress 
in reducing teen drug abuse. 

Altogether, gains in 2004 over 
2003 were modest. Researchers 
were bothered by increases in the 
use of inhalants — especially among 
8th graders — such as glue, aero- 
sols and the pain- control narcotic 
OxyContin. 

Researchers said they are con- 
cerned that use of inhalants, which 
are easily accessible to children, may 
rebound unless children are warned 
about the grave dangers the sub- 
stances pose.

WASHINGTON I New Mexico, Idaho, 
Utah and other states blessed with 
wide-open spaces are seeing steady 
population growth as increasingly 
cramped Americans look for ways 
to spread out. 

The Census Bureau’s annual 
population estimates showed the 
United States added another 3 mil- 
lion people in the last year for an 
overall population of just under 294 
million.

20 Die in Attack on U.S. Base 


U.S. casualty total 
unclear; Sunni group 
claims strike in Mosul 

BAGHDAD I An explosion tore 
through a soft-sided mess tent 
where U.S. soldiers were eating 
lunch Tuesday at a military base 
near the northern city of Mosul, 
blowing a hole in the ceiling and 
leaving the floor littered with 
trays of food and puddles of blood. 
Officials said at least 20 people were 
killed in one of the most devastating 
attacks against Americans in Iraq 
since the start of the war. 

A spokesman for U.S. military 
headquarters in Baghdad said 19 of 
the dead were American soldiers, 
which would make it the deadliest 
single strike against U.S. troops in 
this country. However, a military 
spokesman in Mosul said 14 U.S. 
troops died in the blast, which came 
just four days before Christmas. 


Inside the tent, U.S. soldiers 
reacted quickly. With people 
screaming and thick smoke bil- 
lowing, soldiers turned their 
lunch tables upside down, placed 
the wounded on them and gen- 
tly carried them into the park- 
ing lot, said Jeremy Redmon, a 
reporter for the Richmond (Va.) 
Times-Dispatch embedded with 
the troops in Mosul. 

A radical Sunni Muslim group, 
the Ansar al-Sunnah Army, claimed 
responsibility for the attack, which 
officials said wounded about 60 peo- 
ple — the latest in a week of deadly 
strikes across Iraq that highlighted 
the unwavering power of the insur- 
gents in the run-up to the Jan. 30 
national elections. 

A U.S. military official said 
authorities believe the damage was 
caused by at least one large-caliber 
artillery round or rocket. Another 
official said it was possible the 
explosive had been planted, (ap)

PARIS I Joy swept through France 
with the release Tuesday in Iraq 
of two French reporters held hos- 
tage for four months. The govern- 
ment said Christian Chesnot and 
Georges Malbrunot should be home 
for Christmas. 

The upper house of parliament 
erupted with applause when Prime 
Minister Jean-Pierre Raffarin told 
the senators the militant Islamic 
Army in Iraq had freed the men. 

Chesnot, 38, who works for 
Radio France Internationale, 
and Malbrunot, 41, a correspon- 
dent for the daily Le Figaro, were 
handed over to French authorities 
in Baghdad and were expected back 
in France on Wednesday, the French 
Foreign Ministry said. 

The men were kidnapped Aug. 
20 along with their Syrian driver 
on the road from Baghdad to Najaf 
The driver, Mohammed al-Joundi, 
was freed in November.

$39M Bank Heist Stuns 


No suspects identified, 
but sophisticated raid 
may lead to IRA 

BELFAST NORTHERN IRELAND I In 
one of the world’s biggest robber- 
ies, thieves took the families of two 
bankers hostage and forced them 
to help steal more than $39 million 
from the vaults of a Belfast bank, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

Experts said Monday’s raid on 
the Northern Bank was the big- 
gest robbery since 1987, when 
thieves made off with $65 million 


in cash and other valuables from the 
Knightsbridge Safe Deposit Center 
in west London. 

The tactics in Belfast — par- 
ticularly the use of hostage-tak- 
ing as a way to infiltrate a high- 
security target — suggested a level 
of sophistication most commonly 
found within Northern Ireland’s 
rival outlawed groups, particular- 
ly the Irish Republican Army. 

Assistant Chief Constable Sam 
Kinkaid said his detectives didn’t 
yet know whether a particular group 
was responsible for what he called a 
“clearly well organized” raid. 


N. Ireland 

Irish Justice Minister Michael 
McDowell said peacemaking efforts 
could be hurt if police linked the 
raid to the IRA. The group has 
observed a truce since 1997 but 
remains active. Efforts to revive 
a power- sharing government in 
Northern Ireland involving Sinn 
Fein, the IRA-linked party, have 
repeatedly stumbled over demands 
that the IRA disarm. 

Both families “suffered greattrau- 
ma” during their abduction but were 
released unharmed, except for one 
person who needed treatment for 
hypothermia, Kinkaid said, (ap) 


eBay Exec in India

Putin Insists Yukos Unit’s Sale Legal 

Analysts suspect state is behind bid for oil giant 


Signals 
Mixed in 
Ukraine 

Pro-Western candidate 
gets Putin s OK, but 
tensions still run high 

DONETSK, UKRAINE I Supporters 
of presidential candidate Viktor 
Yushchenko traveling in a 50 -car 
convoy ran into a roadblock of his 
rival’s backers Tuesday and failed 
to carry their campaign into this 
industrial city. 

With five days until Sunday’s 
court- ordered rerun ofYushchenko’s 
runoff election against Prime 
Minister Viktor Yanukovych, the 
faceoff underscored the division 
in this former Soviet republic of 
48 million people between the 
expanding European Union and 
a reinvigorated Russia. 

In a conciliatory gesture, 
Russian President Vladimir Putin, 
who has strongly backed Ukraine’s 
prime minister, said Tuesday that 
he could work with an administra- 
tion headed by Yushchenko, himself 
a former prime minister. 

“We have worked with him 
already and the cooperation was 
not bad,” Putin said during a visit 
to Germany. He irritated Western 
nations by quickly congratulating 
Yanukovych after he was declared 
winner of last month’s disputed run- 
off election, (ap) 


MOSCOW I President Vladimir Putin 
affirmed the legality of the $9.3 bil- 
lion sale of the crown jewel of the 
Yukos oil empire to a mysterious 
company, suggesting Tuesday that 
the subsidiary’s new owners could 
eventually link up with another 
Russian energy company. 

Putin’s comments, his first since 
little-known bidder BaikalFinans- 
Group snapped up Yukos’ Yugans- 


kneftegaz in an auction Sunday, 
appeared to confirm market expec- 
tations that the heart ofYukos would 
ultimately wind up in the hands of 
state -controlled natural gas giant 
Gazprom. Acquiring the unit would 
make Gazprom a global oil-and-gas 
energy titan. 

Putin, at a news conference in 
Germany with Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder, also said the bidders had 


a long history in the energy sector. 

The sale of Yuganskneftegaz, 
against its parent company’s $28 
billion back tax bills, was the cul- 
mination of an 18 -month legal drive 
against the company and its jailed 
former CEO. The Kremlin has cast 
the case as a probe into shady busi- 
ness practices. Observers say it is 
a bid to transfer Yukos assets into 
Kremlin-friendly hands and punish 
Mikhail Khodorkovsky’s perceived 
political aspirations, (ap) 


Pope Falters in 
Vatican Address 

VATICAN CITY I Pope John Paul II 
made a rare allusion to his personal 
struggle with aging and illness, say- 
ing in a Christmas address Tuesday 
that each passing year brings a 
greater need for help from God. 

The 84 -year- old pontiff, slowed 
by Parkinson’s disease, addressed 
cardinals from his wheeled throne 
in a Vatican hall. He struggled to 
catch his breath at several points. 

“The passing years make one feel

Iceland Stands by 
Offer to Fischer 
Despite U.S. Plea 

REYKJAVIK, ICELAND | Iceland has 
rejected a US. request to drop the 
offer of a residency permit for former 
American chess champion Bobby 
Fischer, officials said Tuesday. 

US. Ambassador James Gadsden 
had asked the country last week to 
withdraw its offer because Fischer 
is wanted in the United States on 
criminal charges for violating inter- 


national sanctions against Yugoslavia 
and playing chess there in 1992. 

Fischer, 61, is being held in 
detention in Japan, where he was 
caught trying to board a flight for 
the Philippines with an invalid 
passport in July after the United 
States had revoked his passport. It 
remained unclear if Fischer would 
be released by Japan. 

Gadsden was told that Iceland 
wanted to recognize its historic con- 
nection with Fischer, who has been 
held in great esteem here since win- 
ning the chess World Championship 
in Reykjavik in 1972. (ap)

U.N. Peacekeepers to Set Up 
Buffer Zone in Eastern Congo 

The United Nations said Tuesday 
it will send peacekeepers to sepa- 
rate warring Congo army factions, 
warning that the troops will repulse 
any attempt to cross the new buffer 
zone.

HONDURAS 

President Under Threat 

Drug traffickers and other criminals 
are trying to kill President Ricardo 
Maduro, Security Minister Oscar 
Alvarez said Tuesday. The minister’s 
comments come a day after Maduro 
himself said he was increasing secu- 
rity because of such threats. Maduro 
began his five-year term in 2001 
after promising a crackdown on 
gangs. His own son was kidnapped 
and killed in 1997- (ap) 

AFGHANISTAN 

Top Leaders Will Be Asked 
To Give Up Dual Citizenship 

President Hamid Karzai will 
demand that all members of his 
new Cabinet renounce their citi- 
zenship in any other country, his 
spokesman said Tuesday. Many of 
Afghanistan’s political elite have 
acquired US. or British nationality 
while living abroad during decades 
of near-constant warfare. Some have 
been reluctant to give up their status, 
earning criticism that they lack faith

Earnings Fuel Spike in Dow 


Industrial average hits 
3.5 -year high amid 
strong eompany news 

N E w YO R K I The stock market bar- 
reled higher Tuesday, sending the 
Dow Jones industrials to a new 314 
year high as two Wall Street firms 
reported better-than-expected 
earnings and a brokerage gave 
tech bellwether Intel Corp. a rat- 
ings upgrade. 

The good earnings news, along 
with the Intel upgrade, set a posi- 
tive tone for the market throughout 
the session. Stocks also benefited 


from the traditional “Santa Claus” 
rally, as mutual funds and money 
managers shuffle their portfolios 
before the year ends. 

“The company news that we’ve 
seen over the past few days has been, 
on balance, positive, and that’s giv- 
ing investors the courage to buy,” 
said Hugh Johnson, chief invest- 
ment officer for First Albany Corp. 

Stocks have climbed steadily 
since the presidential election, with 
good economic data and positive 
profit forecasts for 2005 assuring 
investors of further returns. 

The Dow rose 97.83, or 0.92 per- 
cent, to 10,759.43. It was the best 


close for the Dow since June 13, 
2001, surpassing the previous 2004 
high of 10,737.70 set on Feb. 11 . 

Barry Berman, head trad- 
er for Robert W. Baird & Co. in 
Milwaukee, said the market was 
being driven by an overall positive 
outlook for the economy, lower oil 
prices, historically low interest 
rates as well as seasonal buying 
that tends to lift shares in the last 
weeks of the year. 

“There’s a lot of positives going on 
right now,” Berman said. “Even on 
the days where there has been bad 
news, the market has rebounded 
really well.” michael j. martinez (ap) 


Raines Out at Fannie Mae 


WASHINGTON | The chief executive 
and top financial officer at mortgage 
giant Fannie Mae have been forced 
out, congressional and industry 
sources said Tuesday, as the nation’s 
second largest financial institu- 
tion struggles to deal with reve- 
lations of auditing improprieties. 

Chief executive Franklin Raines 
and chief financial officer Timothy 
Howard were forced to resign, 
according to congressional and 
industry sources who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, as officials inten- 
sified investigations into revelations 


that the company will probably be 
forced to restate $9 billion or more 
in earnings over the past four years. 

B A review by 
the Securities and 
Exchange Commis- 
sion determined last 
week that Fannie 
Mae must restate 
Raines earnings back to 
2001 because it vio- 
lated accounting rules for deriva- 
tives — financial instruments used 
to hedge against interest-rate swings

Police Feared Hostages 
In Downtown Barricade 


WAS H I N GTO N I Police closed several 
downtown blocks Tuesday, believing 
a gunman might have taken hos- 
tages inside a drug store. Instead, 
they discovered several hours later 
that the armed robber had fled out 
a back door while two workers hid 
in a back room. 

The trouble began about one 
hour after the store opened,

Authorities cordoned off a five- 
block area around the Rite Aid 
store, located four blocks north of 
the White House, before determin- 
ing the gunman went out the back. 
That kept many area workers from 
getting to their jobs, (ap) 


Metro Ready to 
Act on Train Crash 

WASHINGTON I Metro officials said 
Tuesday the transit agency may take 
action in the coming days based on 
its investigation into last month’s 
crash of two subway trains on the 
Red Line. 

Twenty people were hurt Nov. 
3 when a train with just a driver 


aboard rolled backward and hit 
a passenger train at the Woodley 
Park station in Northwest 
Washington. 

Metro sent memos to its driv- 
ers after the crash, outlining 
safety procedures. The National 
Transportation Safety Board, which 
is investigating the crash, later told 
Metro to instruct drivers to use the 
service or emergency brakes during 
a rollback, (ap)

Deadly SE Fire 
Blamed on Heater 

WASHINGTON I A space heater that 
set bedding ablaze was blamed 
Tuesday for sparking the fire which 
killed four family members, includ- 
ing two children. The ruling from 
investigators came hours after afire 
in another city home — which seri- 
ously injured two children — was 
also attributed to problems involv- 
ing a space heater. 

The deadly blaze gutted a row- 
house in Southeast Washington 
Monday. Sisters Daisha Reid, 5, 
and Aisha McAllister, 11, died in 
the flames along with their mother, 
Joy Hellams, 30. Hellams’ grand- 
father, David Ferguson, 70, died 
after jumping from a window on 
the second floor. 

Barely 24 hours later, two girls 
were critically hurt when another 
rowhouse, inNorthwest Washington, 
caught fire. That fire was blamed on 
an overloaded extension cord con- 
nected to a space heater, (ap)

Prosecution says group 
may have also sought 
notoriety for blazes 

GREENBELT MD. | An arson that 
destroyed part of a development 
with many black homeowners was 
“an effort to wipe out a community” 
and authorities are “very carefully 
investigating” whether the fires were 
a racial hate crime, a federal pros- 
ecutor said Tuesday. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Donna 
Sanger said the suspects, “not all of 
whom are in custody at this time,” 
intended to “inflict as much dam- 
age as possible.” Six men have been 
arrested, and authorities have said 
they have interviewed or plan to 
question about 10 more people. 

The Dec. 6 fires destroyed 10 
houses and damaged 16 others at 
the upscale Hunters Brooke develop- 
ment in the suburbs of Washington, 
much of which was still under 
construction. Investigators called 
it the largest residential arson in 
Maryland history. 

Sanger made her comments dur- 


ing a detention hearing for the first 
suspect arrested, Aaron L. Speed, 
21, of Waldorf A magistrate grant- 
ed Sanger’s request to keep Speed 
in custody until his trial. 

Speed’s attorney, public defender 
John C. Chamble, called the govern- 
ment’s case “extremely thin.” 


Two other motives have been 
suggested in court documents — 
a desire to gain notoriety for a local 
gang and revenge. The documents 
show that Michael E. Gilbert, 21, 
said the group responsible goes 
by ‘The Family’ and the “Unseen 
Cavaliers.” brian witte (ap)

Dodgers pull out of proposed bloekbuster swap 


BASEBALL I The Los Angeles 
Dodgers withdrew Tuesday from 
the proposed three-team, 10- 
player trade that would have sent 
Randy Johnson from the Arizona 
Diamondbacks to the New York 
Yankees. 

“As we sit here right now, the 
deal is no more,” Dodgers general 
manager Paul DePodesta said dur- 
ing a conference call. “I’ve been say- 
ing all along that we weren’t going 
to do the deal unless it made sense 
for this club in 2005, and that was 


not the case.” 

Earlier in the day, an official 
of one of the teams and a person 
close to one of the players involved 
in the trade said the deal had been 
submitted early Tuesday to base- 
ball commissioner Bud Selig for 
approval. The two spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

But Pat Courtney, a spokesman 
in the commissioner’s office, said in 
the afternoon that more documen- 
tation had to be submitted before 
Selig could consider the complex 


transaction. 

Los Angeles would have received 
right-hander Javier Vazquez from 
the Yankees along with two top 
prospects, catcher Dioner Navarro 
and third baseman Eric Duncan.

Years After M J, 
Bulls Win a Few 


Chicago’s four-game 
streak is team’s longest 
since Jordan left town 

N B A I Well, well, well, look who has 
a little winning streak going. 

The four straight victories by 
the Chicago Bulls would hardly be 
worth a mention for most teams. 
But consider that the Bulls haven’t 
strung together this many wins 
since Michael Jordan was wearing 
red and black — six-plus seasons, 
three coaches and umpteen players 
ago — and it’s a sign they might final- 
ly be making some progress. 

At 8 -15, it probably is a little pre- 
mature to start clearing space in 
the trophy case or booking Grant 
Park for a celebration.

The question applies to the Ford 
Escape Hybrid, the first hybrid SUV.

In ‘Meet the Fockers/ 
fine actors behave, 
charmingly, like idiots 

FILM I “Meet the Fockers” could 
have been one of those sequels 
that tries desperately to capital- 
ize on the unexpected success of 
the original movie — in this case, 
“Meet the Parents,” which was a 
huge hit in 2000. 

So it’s an unexpected pleasure to 
report that “Fockers” is an improve- 
ment on “Parents” — whose jokes 
dragged on too long — thanks 
largely to the presence of Dustin 
Hoffman and Barbra Streisand, 
who play Ben Stiller’s parents, 
Bernie and Roz. 

As a painfully candid and wildly 
uninhibited sex therapist, Streisand 
gets to verbally bounce off Hoffman 
(playing Greg Focker’s overly 
friendly dad) and literally bounce 
off Robert De Niro (reprising his 
role as humorless former CIA agent 
Jack Byrnes) when she gives him a 
much-needed massage. 

She and Hoffman look like 
they’re having so much fun togeth- 
er, it’s impossible not to laugh along 
with them. 

But “Meet the Fockers” is laden

with the same obligatory toilet 
humor as its predecessor, as Greg 
introduces his mother and father to 
the uptight, WASPy parents of his 
fiancee, Pam (Teri Polo). 

The cherubic-looking grandson 
of Jack and Dina Byrnes (Blythe 
Danner) repeatedly makes the 
baby sign-language motion for 
poop (and his first word is one 
we can’t repeat here). When the 
Byrneses drive down to Florida to 
meet the Fockers, their cat flushes 
the Focker’s dog down the toilet. 
(And it’s not funny to see the tiny, 
wet canine shivering.) 

But there are enough redeem- 
ing moments, including a tour- de- 
force sequence involving baby Jack, 
super- strong glue, “Scarface” and a 
bottle of rum. And Dina Byrnes gets 
back in touch with her inner tigress 
after decades of marriage (thanks 
to some sock-puppet pointers from 
Roz) in a way that’s sort of lovely and 
sweet — and funny, too. 

Simply the idea of all these stars 
together — making fools of them- 
selves on the same screen despite 
their individually impressive 
filmographies — is enough of an 
absurdly funny prospect to make 
“Meet the Fockers” worth seeing.

A DVD of Bob Dylan’s 
I966 and ’74 tours is 
weird but compelling 

DVD I Just when Bob Dylan fans 
think they’ve seen and heard it all, 
something like “Bob Dylan World 
Tours 1966-1974” (Highway 6l 
Entertainment) comes out of the 
woodwork. 

Obsessive fans will savor the 
dozens of previously unseen pho- 
tos brought to light from Dylan’s 
infamous 1966 world tour — when 
he shocked audiences by playing 


with an electric band — and his 
1974 North America jaunt with 
the Band. 

But those same fans will also 
likely grimace at the antics of the 
narrator and “star” of the documen- 
tary, Dylan cover band lead singer 
Joel Gilbert. Gilbert dresses like 
Dylan, uses his own band’s music as 
the soundtrack and even re-enacts 
Dylan’s motorcycle accident on the 
back roads of Woodstock, N.Y. 

Michael Moore he’s not. 

The best subject here is photog- 
rapher Barry Feinstein, who took 
some of the most famous shots of 



Bob Dylan on the 1966 tour, with his 
notoriously newly plugged-in guitar. 


Dylan already in circulation and 
was the official tour photogra- 
pher in both 1966 and 1974. 

Feinstein opens his Woodstock 
home and photo archives to Gilbert. 
Not only do we get to see some 
exquisite shots — like Dylan try- 
ing on clothes in a London bou- 
tique in 1966 and a shot of him 
smiling broadly on stage in 1974 
— we also hear the photographer’s 
memories. 

Also interviewed are documen- 
tary filmmaker D.A. Pennebaker, 
journalist A1 Aronowitz and self- 
proclaimed Dylanologist A.J. 
Weberman. 

Essential? For most, certain- 
ly not. But for Dylan completists, 
it deserves a spot on the

Make Way for ‘Harry’ 

Sixth ‘Potter’ adventure aims for July release 


PUBLISHING I The sixth novel in 
J.K. Rowling’s blockbuster Harry 
Potter series, “Harry Potter and 
the Half-Blood Prince,” will go on 
sale in several countries on July 16, 
publishers said Tuesday. 

The book will be published in 
Britain, the United States, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South 


Africa on the same day. 

The new book, the publish- 
ers said, takes up the story of 
Harry Potter’s sixth year at 
Hogwarts School of Witchcraft 
and Wizardry when the powers of 
the villain Voldemort and his fol- 
lowers are increasing day by day: 
“The author has already said that 


the Half-Blood Prince is neither

In an earlier message on her 
Web site, Rowling wrote: “I know
